hire will have to pay a license fee of 
$2. ‘They will have to start in right 
away, too, for the law to that effet, 
enacted by the last Legislature and 
effective after January 1 of this year, 
will be enforced forthwith, the Su- 
preme Court of the State having de- 
cided today that the law is constiti- 
tional in all particulate. | 

Test cases were brought by the au- 
tomobile men of the State, in the be- 
Hef and hope that they could tear 
holes im the new law. They attacked 
it on a number of different grounds. 
On each, however, the Supreme Court 
ruled that the law was soundly 
structed. 

The automobile men contended the 
law was unconstitutional because it 
imposed a tax on the inhabitan': and 
properties of the counties for cou ty 


purposes. The Attorney-General re- 
plied that it was a police measure, and

But he adds: 

“Repair of the public highways is 
not 4 police measure, yet it is evident 
that the bill was passed for the prin- 
cipal purpose of raising revenue for 
use in the upkeep of such highways.” 
He calls attention to the fact that one- 
half of the funds to be derived from 
the tax shall be paid into the public 
road funds. The court, he says, is 
not concerned with what use is to be 
made by the State with the revenue 
derived by the tax, and the rest of the 
act would be valid, even if that clause 
relating to the distribution of the 
funds were void.“ 

The act is not local or special in its 
nature because a greater portion of 
the funds is to be expendid outside 
the cities, says the decision. Judge 
Melvin adds: “The State is charging 
for the privilege of using the roads 
for these highly-destructive vehicles 
at a rate of speed not attainable by 
those propelled by animal power. The 
privilege is open alike to the rural 
and urban owner of an automobile.” 

As to the justice of graduating the 
tax according to the horse power of 
the machines the decison reads: 

“In the statute we are endeavoring 
to construe there is an attempt to ap- 
Portion the charge with some refer- 
ence to the destruction or wearing 
power of each motor vehicle. While 
we cannot say that the relative horse- 
power of vehicles is the most scien- 
tific basis of measuring their potency 
of injury to the roads, we cannot say 
that it is not without justification.” 

High-powered cars, the court rea- 
sons, are usually heavier than lighter- 
powered cars, and therefore do more 
harm, and ought to pay a larger tax. 

The law does not violate the “due 
Process” clause of the Constitution, 
says the court, by giving the Depart- 
ment of Engineering the authority to 
take the horse powers of the machines 
to be taxed. There is always redress 
with the courts for injury, the deci- 
sion points out. 

The act provides that dealers shall 
pay a fee of $50 if they are operating 
not more than five automobiles, and 
$10 each for those above that num- 
ber. This, says the Supreme Court, is 
not illegal discrimination, as the deal. 
ers’ cars are maintained largely for 
demonstration purposes, not for the 
ordinary uses. The ture, says 
the decision, having plenary power, 
may designate or exempt any 

The exemption from the tax \for 
three months of non-residents’ adto- 
mobiles is upheld on the ground that 
they are supposed to have been taxed 
in their home States, and their use 
of the roads is supposedly only tem- 
porary. 

CHAUFFEUR'S TAX. 

The decision regarding the chauf- 
feur's tax, written by Justice Hen- 
shaw, declares that inasmuch as the 
chauffeur offers his services to the 
public, the public is entitled to what- 
ever protection is to be found in the 
regulatory measure of the Legiela- 
ture.

The brief filed with the commission 
contends that in the transportation of 
iron and steel products and of raw 
materials, including coke and coal, it 
has been the general custom from the 
beginning of the industry for the car- 
riers to spot cars within the industry 
where they are to be loaded or un- 
loaded and take each car when loaded 
or unloaded to the main line, and that 
freight rates on these commodities 
have been continuously constructed 
upon the basis of the cost of such 
services. 

It is further contended that while 
for 441 miles, the distance from steel 
industries on the Union Railroad to 
New York, the average car revenue 
over eastern trunk lines on all com- 
modities is $66.69, it is $112.54 for 
steel products. Figures are also giv- 
en to show that the same conditions 
prevail in the transportation of all 
commodities and steel products from 
many other points in eastern trunk 
line territory. 

The petitioners contend that the 
commission should not have found 
that the complainant reloads are 
plant facilities, and they argue that 
the commission is not justified in the 
conclusion that service performed for 
industries adjacent to complainants’ 
tracks give such industries an obvious 
advantage over a shipper who deliv- 
ers and accepts his freight on a pub- 
lic team track.

Venice Youngster Falls Into Don- 
ing Water and Sustains Fatal Burts.

“Today the prime cause for unsat- 
isfactory municipal conditions is 
found in the marvelous growth of cit- 
jes during the past two decades; the 
enormous increase in municipal func- 
tions; the necessary expansion of 
health and sanitation work: the great 
problems of housing, streets, parks, 
playgrounds, charities, finance, fire 
and police organizations and the at- 
tendant question of congestion.” 

CITIES RUN THEMSELVES. 

According to Councilman Conwell, 
a member of the Efficiency Cam mis- 
sion, cities in the past have been 
lowed to run themselves, and it is 
only recently that citizena take an 
active interest in municipal affairs all 


the time, instead of just preceding 


elections. The objects of the EN. 
ciency Commission, he explained, are 
to promote economical government; 
concerning itself with administration 


and not politics; applying business 


methods and organization, including 
standardization of salaries, classifica- 
tion of employees and ascertaining the 
unit cost of operation. 

“Los Angeles is in the forefront of 

American cities in having ite Em- 
ciency Commission made a portion of 
its. government,” he said, and men- 
tioned the only four other cities in 
advance, Boston, New York, Chicago 
and Milwaukee. Many other cities 
have private organizations which are 
giving good service. 
“Los Angeles ig really a great cor- 
ration, capitalized at $205,000,000, 
with liabilities of $36,000,000, a third 
of which are on bonded indebtedness 
on income-producing property which 
will pay splendid on the investment,” 
he stated. Pointing out the citizens as 
stockholders of the corporation, he 
declared the nine Councilmen di- 
rectors. The annual revenue of the 
city he approximated at $6,443,391, 
half of which is spent in salaries. 

“It is this service to the city that 
is an intangible thing, and to the et- 
ficiency of it, the commission will 
turn much attention in order to prop- 
erly check its value,” he stated. “A 
private corporation has an automatie 
check on efficiency, the dividends pro- 
duced, but the city’s revenue being 
certain, expenditures are without ref- 
erence to economy or profit. The unit 
cost will take the place of dividends 
when the system of checking has been 
properly established. 

EMPLOYER OF LABOR. 

“The city is the largest employer of 
labor, having an average of 4000 on 
its pay rolis. Civil service merely 
passes on the eligibility of a candi- 
date, and when passed, drops him. 
This is where efficiency work will be- 
gin. Los Angeles has no serious ir- 
regularities or graft, but there are 
doubtless channels of waste which 

gate serious proportion.” 

Councilman Conwell dwelt on the 
merita of Jesse D. Burke, who was 
chosen as efficiency expert for Los 
Angeles several days ago because of 
his superior qualifications. No imme- 
diate radical reforms will be under- 
taken, but by co-operation of de- 
partmental heads, suggestiong from 
employees and other proper methods 
gradual changes will be applied. 
Consolidation of various offices, of city 
and county tax, and other things will 
be taken up. 

The proper housing of city em- 
ployees, the essentials of a new City 
Hall and the charting of department 
work will be other matters arranged 
by Burke upon his arrival in April. 

Frank Simpson, chairman of the 
evening, next called on Siegfried 
Goetze, who told of the great dificul- 
tles overcome by Berlin in the mod- 
ernizing of that great city. He dis- 
cussed the installation of the great 
boulevard system; the widening of 
the main streets and arteries of 
travel; the arrangement of the over- 
head roads and other methods 
adopted to relieve all congestion in 
the heart of the city. 

Further than that he showed the 
province of amusement in city affairs 
and talked of the proper kind of pub- 
lic amusements to establish J. W. 
Amrath spoke next on establishment 
of efficiency in many departments and 
the application of business principals 
to governmental affairs. He declared 
that such a revolution will take time 
and that it will be difficult to make 
many of the eniployees of the city see 
the propriety of such a procedure.

ADIO ABUSES 
IMPERIL SHIPS. 


Louls R. Krumm, chief radio in- 


spector of the Bureau of Navigation, 
Department of Commerce, is in Los 
Angeles on a tour of inspection in- 
volving the entire Pacific Coast. Mr. 
Krumm will remain here about ten 
days and then go to San Francisco. 
He came here from New Orleans. 

For some time he was connected 
with the army engineering corps, but 
on the passage of the act of Congress 
June 24, 1912, regulating wireless 
telegraphy he was transferred to the 
Department of Commerce from the 
army, and made chief inspector. 

One of the objects of his trip is to 
inspect the wireless stationa main- 
tained for commercial uses in this 
city, San Pedro and Catalina Island. 
“Tam also hereto look after the ama- 
teur operators who have been giving 
the government some trouble recent- 
ly, and license those who can comply 
with the law, and keep an eye on 
the irresponsibles,” said Mr. Krumm 
yesterday. “There are 700 wireless 
apparatus on as many ships and 
about 200 commercial stations 
throughout the country. The govern- 
ment has just completed the erection 
of a station at Arlington that will en- 
able an operator to talk to Mare Is- 
land, on the Pacific Coast. There has 
been # constant extension of the radio 
service, and it will be one of the cares 
of the government to see that un- 
licensed operators are not allowed to 
use the apparatus.

so important to the world and human- 


ity that its use should be and will be 
restricted to those who are willing to 


comply with the law and take out 


censes.

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Aqueduct! Engincers to Addresse 


AQUEDUCT AGAIN PROVEN. 


The members of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service were much gratified yes- 
terday when Chief Engineer Mulhol- 
land told them the city's interior sys- 
tern and the entire aqueduct line had 
passed through the storm with only 
nominal damage, less than in some of 
the city streets. Some of the wells 
at the headworks were filled up and 
will have to be pumped out. The to- 
tal damage to the city system, Mulhol- 
land said, was not more than $2000. 

Damage to the aqueduct amounted 
to only $1000 to $1200, this being con- 
fined almost exclusively to a break in 
the Antelope siphon where a natural 
gully was washed out to many times 
its natural sige. The break occurred 
at Neenach, about thirty-five miles 
above Lancaster. 

The siphon there crosses a natural 
wash about fifteen feet wide and five 
feet deep. Piers were built under the 
pipe on each side of the wash. Last 
week's heavy rains caused a torrent 
of water to flow through the wash 
widening it to a hundred feet and 
cutting to a depth of fifteen feet. The 
pipe sagged and broke and was flat- 
tened for a considerable distance on 
each side of the wash. 

Two men were sent to repair the 
damage. It will probably be in work- 
ing order again in a week or ten 
days.

And we are wholly in sympathy 
with this new organization and with its 
purposes as outlined by its president, 
Craig. who stated that no effort to secure 
faddish and experimental legislation woul: 
be made, that the organization was not 
actuated by mere personal sympathy for 
the criminals, but by a desire to transmute 
them into decent citizens on the basis that 
the betterment of the criminal is essentia! 
to the welfare of the State. 

There are many evil and inhumane fea- 
tures of our criminology which honest per- 
sons must recognize if they look at them. 
There are features which embitter the vic- 
tims and drive them to be more rebellious 
and spur them to be more cunning—to be 
more vicious and more careful. 

Society is much more interested in catch- 


istence. More money e spent running down 
a felon than in caring for him after he ts 
caught—even though we know that at the 
end of a period of years he will again be 
turned loose to play his desperate game of 
hide-and-seek with the officers.

A Rolling Hook Tractor. 
[Popular Mechanics:] A gasoline 
farm tractor which works on the prin- 
ciple of a squirrel cage has been in- 
vented and tried out by a Connecticut 
farmer. It consists mainly of a wheel, 
5 ft. 6 in. in diameter, with a tread 
of 30 inches, which rolls along the 
ground propelled by a 12-15-horse- 
power gasoline engine inside.

Contrary to earlier expectations, a 
large surplus of oll for the month of 
January will be shown, owing to the 
increased production in the Maricopa 
district, and the reduction in ship- 
ments owing to unfavorable weather 
conditions. 


Authoritative preliminary figures 
show the total surplus for the month 
to be almost 750,000 barrels. Pro- 
duction was greater than for Decem- 
ber by 11,000 barrels, despite the de- 
crease in the southern district, which 
Was more than made up for by the 
increase in the north brought about 
by such well as the Obispo Oil Com- 


pany and American Ollfields gushers. 
The falling off in shipments was at 
the rate of about 14,000 barrels a day. 
There was less oil shut in during the 
than during De- 
cember by some 3000 barrels a day. 
The total suspended wells in Coal 
and Kern River are capable of yield- 
ing about 17,000 barrels a day. 
Although the figures go to show a 
large surplus for the month, it is de- 
lieved that next month shipments will 
again be in greater volume than ever. 
During January a number of the ships
